OVER 500 DEAD 


Tokyo, July 22. 


HINA reported today that 557 are 
already known to be dead and “one 
million affected” in the “greatest floods 
ever recorded” of two rivers in southern 


Shantung Province. 


Radio Peking © reported 
toduy that the floods, “a 
four-day . deluge which 
climaxed two weeks of ex- 
ceptionally heavy rainfall,” 
occurred on the Yi and Shu 
rivers, 

“The floods have submerged 
un aren of 2,718,100 acres of 
Jand near the ‘coast by the 
boundary of Shangtung and 
Klangtu provinces, the radio 
sald, 

“About one 
ire gffected ."* 

Several theusand — villages 
were marooned,” the radio said 
wilh both rivers bursting dykes 
in many sections “though the 
rivers had been decpened and 
thele dykes greatly strengthen- 
ud in recent yeats.""

The decision to give 
up Sek Kong airfield by 
the Royal Air‘ Force, 
announced, in Hong- 
kong recently, was 
made for reasons of 
economy, an Air Minis- 
try spokesman said in 
-London. 

However, the amount 
of money saved by this 
measure ig likely to be 
nominal, although the 
spokesman pointed out 
‘such economtes, when 
carried out on a global 
scale, would add up toa 
considerable saving. 

But while the airfield 
Hself was being given 
up completely for fly- 
ing ‘purposes, the 

spokesman said that 
certain accommodation 
at Sek Kong would be 
retained by the Air 
Force for ‘possible 
future use.” 

What this use might 
be, he could not say.

Resputin was then battered 
down, and beaten cgnin and 
again, Ho was then bound tight- 
ly with repes and thrown .into 
the freezing River Neva, But 
cvcn this did not sccm to end 
the life cf Rasputin!

to start on his rounds of ‘pray- 
er visits to the sick. “I have 
always been Interested tn heal- 
ing by prayer,” says the 
yenr-uld Prince. In this, he was 
not very ° different from the 
man he essassinated 40 years 
ago, The Prince still thinks he 
wes tight In killing, Rasputin, 
Count Bobrinskoy, however, says 
that he doubts if the kiiling did 
anyone shy gocd, “It wes in de- 
flanee of Royzl wishes and only 
underminecé the cuthority of 
Csar Nicholas.” 

Resputin's death did .not ¢nd 
the mataize In tne Imperial 
Court, cod fcr this reason hls 
death was probably in vain. The 
Revolution in 1917 was to des- 
trey the whole royal household 
and everything that .
